It  is  noted  for  its  delicate, 
mild,  sweet  and  delicious  flavor,  and  the  melting,  but- 
tery, juicy  texture  of  the  flesh,  surpassing  the  apple 
in  these  respects.

The  varieties  marked  perfect  can  be  planted 
alone,  but  the  imperfect  varieties  must  have 
every  third  row  set  with  a perfect  variety.

GLEN  MARY  (Per)— An  extra  large,  irregular 
shaped  berry,  inclined  to  be  light  colored  on 
the  under  side,  but  it  will  catch  the  eye  of  the 
customer  every  time  on  account  of  the  large 
size.  A good  yielder  and  one  that  should  be  in 
every  collection. 

WM.  BELT  (Per) — Well  tested  variety,  a good 
bearer  of  large,  beautiful  berries.  The  first 
berry  on  the  stem  is  generally  fan  shaped,  the 
balanced  well  shaped;  one  of  the  stand  sorts. 
SENATOR  DUNLAP  (Per) — One  of  the  new- 
er varieties  that  is  liked  by  every  grower  of 
Strawberries.  One  of  the  most  productive  of 
large  dark  red  berries  of  any  we  have.  Very 
firm,  making  it  an  excellent  shipper..  Seems  to 
do  well  on  all  kinds  of  soil  and  conditions. 
SAMPLE  (Imp) — One  of  the  largest  of  the 
late  varieties,  very  rank  grower  of  plants,  hold- 
ing the,  big  berries  off  the  ground.

Cannas  will  make  a good  growth  in  almost  any  kind  of  a soil,  so  long  as  they  are  in  a 
sunny  position,  but  they  respond  quickly  to  good  treatment  and  are  quite  appreciative  of  good, 
rich  ground.  To  get  the  largest  and  best  colored  flowers,  the  bed  should  be  spaded  2 feet  deep 
and  a generous  portion  of  well-decayed  manure  should  be  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil.  The  bed 
should  be  watered  very  little  for  the  first  several  weeks,  but  after  the  Cannas  have  made  some 
growth  they  may  be  watered  freely  at  all  times.  Although  it  is  possible  to  make  up  beds  com- 
bining several  colors,  the  best  effect  may  be  secured  by  planting  one  color  to  each  bed,  and 
obtaining  any  desired  contrast  by  using  bedding  plants  around  the  border.  Plant  the  tubers  2 feet 
apart  and  do  not  have  them  too  deep;  the  eyes  should  protrude  a little  from  the  ground.

duce continuously  for 
three  months  or  more. 

Besides  the  water  lilies  that  bloom  near  the  surface  we  have  several  colors  of 
the  Sacred  Lotus,  immense  flowers  and  leaves  standing  several  feet  above  the  water 
in  company  with  the  Egyptian  Papyrus  or  paper  plant,  Pickerel  Weed  and  Hardy  Rush. 

Many  smaller  aquatic  plants,  float  or  grow  in  shallow  water  ornamenting  the 
edges  with  flowers  and  foliage.  These  also  oxygenate  the  water  and  furnish  hiding 
places  for  young  fish. 

The  pool  may  be  surrounded  with  Iris,  perennial  iand  rock  gardens  or  in  fact 
any  type  of  low  growing  plants  that  do  not  hide  the  beauty  of  the  pool  but  rherge 
it  with  the  general  plan  of  the  shrub  and  evergreen  plantings.
